Lineups at gates 


People can line up starting 
at 1:30 p.m. on Thursday 
and Friday, and at 7 a.m. on 
Saturday and Sunday. No 
overnight queues, please. 


The perimeter fence will be 
roped to reserve spaces 

for those who line up early. 
Saving space in line for 
others is not allowed. One 
tarp per person, please. 


Controlled entry 


To control the crowd at the 
gates, patrons will enter the 
site in groups of 25 at one- 
minute intervals and must 
walk rather than run. Gates 
open 90 minutes before 
shows begin. 


Wristbands 


As you enter the gate, you 
will receive a wristband 

in exchange for your 

ticket — a weekend 
wristband for a weekend 
pass or an individual day 
wristband 

for an individual day ticket. 


e All festival patrons must 
wear a wristband, except 
for children 11 years and 
under. 


¢ If you want to leave the 
park and return later, the 
wristband will get you back 
into the site.

Be a good neighbour , 


We take pride in the fact 
that festival fans are, for the 
most part, considerate of 
each other. Here are some 
neighbourly tips to help 
make the weekend a great 
one for everybody. 


Blankets, tarps & tents 


¢ Tarp sizes are limited to 8 
by 10 feet (2.5 by 3 metres.) 
Use only space you need. 


¢ Only low-sitting lawn chairs 
are allowed, with legs no 
higher than 15 centimetres 
and seat backs only up to 
shoulder height. 


¢ Tents and lean-tos can only 
be used at the top of the 
hill. No family sized tents, 
must be 1.5 metres or less 
in height. Tents are limited 
to a designated area, which 
does follow the same 
smoking/non-smoking 
zones as the rest of the hill. 
(West side is non-smoking) 


¢ Low-lying lean-tos can be 
used lower on the hill only 
during inclement weather. 


e Take your belongings 
with you at the end of each 
day. Tarps left overnight 
can be claimed at the 
Information Tent. 


Where are your kids? 


Do not leave children 
unattended.

¢ Main stage non-smoking 
area is the west side of the 
hill, using the walkway as 
the dividing line all the way 
through the sound booth 
to the main stage. See 
signs. 

¢ Tents at top of the hill 

¢ Session stages

¢ Hearing-impaired area 
e Access area, on the west 
side of the main stage 


Pitch in 

¢ Pick up your garbage and

At 4:30 p.m. Saturday and 
Sunday, we will open the 
gates to an additional 1,000 
patrons for the evening 
main stage acts. Please help 
them feel welcome and 
make space for them when 
they arrive. 


Dance 


Dance to your heart’s 
content at Stage 1, and 
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at the sides of main 

stage where there’s lots of 
room and you won’t block 
anyone’s view. 


Stay seated 


Please don’t stand in front of 
others who are seated. They 
too would like to see the 
show. 


Shh... keep it down 


Please be considerate. 

If you must talk during 
performances, please do so 
quietly. 


Talk it out 


Please use friendly 
discussion to sort out any 
boundary disputes or 
other problems with your 
neighbours. 


if all else fails... 


If a polite request doesn’t 
resolve your concern, feel 
free to contact a Liaison 
Security crew member 
(wearing a bright yellow 
vest). You can also seek 
assistance at the Security 
tent, east of Cloverdale Hall 
and the public plate return 
station or at the top of the 
hill. 


Get a cover for your 
candle 


Thousands of sparkling 
lights at night look 
spectacular, but be careful! 


e Candle covers are 
inexpensive and available 
from the General Store. 
Fire regulations make the 
use of covers for candles 
mandatory. 


e Exercise extreme caution 
with candles. Clothing, 
blankets and tarps are 
highly flammable. 


¢ Keep your candle in a 
cup; please don’t drip wax 
on the hill.

Accommodating special needs 


At the Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival, we are committed 
to accommodating people 
with specific needs, so they 
too can enjoy the festival 
with the least amount of 
hassle. 


If you have special needs 
due to a disability, the 
Access crew can answer 
questions, provide you with 
assistance and give you 
information about: 
¢ a designated listening area 
for people in wheelchairs 


© program schedules in 
Braille 


* assistive-listening systems 
for the hard of hearing 


For people who require the 
assistance of an aide, the 
aide may be admitted free of 
charge. 


Wheelchair access 

e Limited Parking is 
available near the main 
gate (94 Street, 93 Street) 
for vehicles marked with 
official handicap parking 
signs. 


e Access crew volunteers are 
stationed at the main gate 
and access sites. 


¢ People who use 
wheelchairs may listen to 
the main stage artists in a 
designated listening area 
just west of the main stage. 


e Power lines on site are 
ramped or rerouted 
to reduce or eliminate 
obstacles and allow 
the free movement of 
wheelchairs. 


e In the event of inclement 
weather, volunteers 
will assist people with 
disabilities off the site or to 
sheltered areas as quickly 
and safely as possible. 


Visually impaired 
If you have a 
visual disability, 
ask for the 
workshop 
schedule in 
Braille or large 
print. 


Hearing 


For festival goers who are 
hard of hearing, there are: 


¢ magnetic induction loops 
at all performance areas 


e loop system receivers for 
those with no hearing 
aid or no T-switch. 
Receivers can be picked 
up and returned at the 
Information Tent. 


The magnetic induction 
loop system consists of an 
antenna placed beneath the 
sod in a 25-square-foot area 
in front of the stage. 


e If you use a hearing aid 
equipped with a T-switch 
(telecoil), simply switch 
your aid to the “T” 
position. 


¢ Then sit within 12 feet of 
the blue hearing-access 
signs located in the centre 
of each looped area. 


¢ Your hearing aid will act 
as a receiver; no other 
equipment is required. 


If you have any questions 
about hearing access, contact 
Mike Keeping or an Access 
crew volunteer through the 
Information Tent. 


FM receivers and accessories will 
be available at the Information 
Tent. A credit card or driver's 
licence is required as a deposit.

The super group of 
musicians of African origin 
from around Canada 
formed in 2004 to make the 
self-titled debut CD, which 
went on to win the 2005 
Juno for best world music 
recording. 


It could have been a horror 
show of duelling guitars 
and duelling egos, but it 
turned out to be a meeting 
of the minds, just like 

the meetings of heads of 
state in that other kind of 
summit. The players left 
their egos, and thankfully 


not their guitars, at the 
door to produce 19 songs 
over the space of a week. 


Since then axemen Alpha 
YaYa Diallo from Guinea, 
Papa Joe from Ghana, 
Adam Solomon from 
Kenya, the Mighty Popo 
from Burundi/Rwanda 
along with Donné Robert 


have been making musical 
magic together. The 
band also includes master 


balafon (xylophone) player 
Naby Camara from Guinea, 
singer Theo (Golden 
Voice) Yaw Boakye and 

top African-Canadian 
drummer Kofi Ackah. 


“It worked because we 
wanted to do it,” says a 
band member. “To be 
honest, there could’ve been 
a problem of egos getting 
in the way but when people 
really want to collaborate, 
to support the other guys 
and to have fun, it works.” 


Together the musicians all 
add dollops of their diverse 


individual backgrounds 
and guitar textures into a 
musical melange of African 
beats, blues, jazz and rock. 


A second CD, African Guitar 
Summit 2, was released 

last fall on CBC Records 

to great acclaim in North 
America and Europe.

Having your song on an 
American TV show seems 
to be a new route for fans 
to pick up on relatively 
unknown but highly 
talented artists. That 
happened to Stony Plain

The critically acclaimed 
drama called Joan of Arcadia 
featured Karla’s song 
“What Else Can I Do,” and 
the favourable response 
was immediate. Karla was 
overwhelmed with requests 
for the song from viewers 
from the United States, 
Canada, South Africa,

Germany and Denmark. 


In the summer of 2005, 
that song was included 

on her first release called 
The Embassy Sessions which 
featured an impressive 

list of artists. The band 
included Nashville 
drummer Kenny Malone, 
who played with Nanci 
Griffith, John Prine, 
Darrell Scott and Tim 
O’Brien. Mike Lent is the 
first-call bass player in 
Edmonton, and he has 
played with k.d. lang and 
Jann Arden as well as just 
about any jazz artist coming 
to Edmonton. Mandolinist/ 
guitarist Keith Glass has 





played with Prairie Oyster 
and Lynn Miles, among 
many others. 


The group recorded live in 
a mansion called the Red 
Motel Embassy in Calgary. 
There were no monitors or 
headphones used. At the 
2005 Canadian Folk Music 
Awards in Ottawa, Karla 
was honoured with the 
Best New Emerging Artist 
award. As a performer, 

she exudes warmth and 
emotion, and has managed 
to juggle raising her three 
children with appearances 
at all kinds of venues from 
folk festivals to a women’s 
prison. 


On a CBC television 
special, called Alberta 
Bound, A Centennial 
Celebration, Karla was 

a featured performer, 
alongside other singer/ 
songwriters k.d. lang, Ian 
Tyson and Jann Arden. Her 
album has been getting a 
lot of airplay in Canada and 
the U.S. RH

Baka Beyond 

Britain, France, 
Cameroon, Ghana, Mali, 
Congo, Sierra Leone 
Inspired and fuelled by 
the bouncy, hypnotic 
rhythms of the pygmies of 
the Cameroon rainforest, 
and blended with Celtic 
traditions, Baka Beyond 
has been drawing people 
to dance floors around the 
world with their irresistible 
music. 


As one British reviewer 
opined, “Keeping still is 
only an option for the dead, 
or those too mesmerized by 
the sheer joy of it all.” 


Guitar, mandolin and 
bouzouki player Martin 
Cradick and his wife, Su 
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Hart, formed the band 

in 1992 after living with 
the Baka pygmies in 

West Africa. They were 
swept away by the bird- 
like singing of the pygmy 
women who gather before 
dawn to enchant the 
animals with songs to 
ensure the hunting success 
of their men. 


Musicians were then added 
from Brittany, Cameroon, 
Senegal, Sierra Leone, 
Mali, Congo, Ghana as well 
as Britain. Over the course 
of recording seven CDs and 
extensive touring, Baka 
Beyond has evolved into a 
multicultural, dynamic live 
stage show that is a feast for 
the eyes and heart as well as 
the ears and feet. 


To ensure the people who 
inspire the music share in 
their success, the band has 
set up a charity called the 


Global Music Exchange 
that distributes part of 
the royalties to the Baka 
people.

The great homespun 
author and broadcaster, 
Garrison Keillor, called 
BeauSoleil “the best Cajun 
band in the world.” 


Most of all, they have 
played a big role in the 
revitalization of Cajun 
music. 


In Louisiana in the ’50s 
and ’60s, when Michael 
Doucet was growing up, the 
Acadian musical heritage 
had withered, and wasn’t 
considered cool, even for 
people of Acadian descent. 
After being awarded a folk 
arts apprenticeship by the 
National Endowment of 
the Arts, Michael changed 
his plans from studying 
Romantic poets at graduate 
school in New Mexico 

to delving into his own 
heritage. He contacted 
every Cajun musician 

he could find, studying 
their techniques and 

songs and encouraging 
some to resume public 
performances. 


As Michael once explained 
early in his career: “If I was 
going to play Cajun music, I 
wanted to play it right. And 
if I was going to change 
Cajun music, I had to be 
sure of the directions.

Blessed with a fascinating,

Leon Bibb is one of the 
icons of American music. 
His baritone voice has 

been known by folk music 
aficionados since the 1950s. 
A classically-trained singer, 
Leon started in musical 
theatre, starring in plays 
such as Annie Get Your Gun, 
but he soon made his name 
in the Greenwich Village 
folk scene in the 750s and 
60s. He drew his influences 
from many sources, from 
field hollers to Irish ballads. 
He recorded with the likes 
of Pete Seeger, was close 
friends with the legendary 
singer/actor Paul Robeson, 
and was so political he 
managed to get himself 
blacklisted, eventually 
making his home in 
Vancouver. 


Eric Bibb is no stranger to 
Folkfest. He is simply one of 
the most talented acoustic 
blues players around and 
has received nominations 
for Grammy and W.C. 
Handy awards. He spent 
years living in Stockholm, 
Sweden, soaking up 
creative influences from 
around the world. Taj 
Mahal has praised Eric 

as one of the best young 
blues artists keeping the 
tradition. Eric’s spiritually- 
infused, soulful songs and 


intricate finger-picking, 
combined with the warmth 
he emanates make him an 
irresistible performer. 


Finally, Eric’s daughter, 
Yana Bibb, is starting to 
make her soulful voice 
heard at the age of 21.

Celebrating 25 years 

of performing, Black 
Umfolosi began with six 
friends looking for a way 

to entertain themselves at 
school. They took the name 
as a remembrance to their 
forefathers who lived along 
the banks of South Africa’s 
Umfolosi River before 

they migrated north to 
Matabeleland in Zimbabwe. 
They’ve described their 
style of Imbube music (or 
township a cappella) as a 
“vocal newspaper” and 
take it to parts of Africa 
where there are no radios 
or televisions, acting as the 
media to promote healthy 
living and education. 


Although the group has 
toured every corner of 
the world, Black Umfolosi 
isn’t your typical world 
music act. They provide 

a means of reviving and 
preserving Zimbabwean 
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culture, particularly their 
own Ndebele culture. 
“Their songs,” wrote the 
Rough Guide to Zimbabwe, 
“sung in close, rich 
harmony, address general 
human concerns — love, 
family, spirit — as well as 
contemporary problems 
— wars, apartheid, the 
environment and AIDS. 
Their music is fresh and 
surprising.” WA

Buck 65 is certainly an 
eclectic and mysterious 
performer. He was 
christened as Richard 
Terfry, and there is some 
dispute over the facts of his 
biography. Buck 65 says his 
name came from childhood 
when he was named after 
his uncle’s 1965 Buick. 
Other theories abound. 
One claims the nickname 
equals the $1.65 cost of a 
ticket on Halifax buses for 
a certain time. 


Buck 65 was born in 1972 
in Mount Uniacke, Nova 
Scotia, a rural village 

close to Halifax. It was the 
middle of nowhere, and 

as a youngster he had to 
climb a tree with his cheap 
transistor radio to listen to 
rap music on a university 
radio station that broadcast 
at a measly 33 watts. 


The abstract hip-hop artist 
released his first cassette 
of five songs in Halifax 
using the alias Stinkin’ 
Rich. It got the attention of 
Sloan, who signed him to 
their independent record 
label and he released more 
cassettes. A later album, 
Man Overboard, appeared 
to place Buck into a new 
avant garde movement in 


hip hop. 





Buck 65 
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Eventually, Warner Music 
released some of his earlier 
songs to critical acclaim 
and world exposure. But 
the big bucks didn’t follow. 
Lately, Buck 65 has moved 
more toward blues and 
folk music, sometimes 
compared to Tom Waits. 


His latest release is Secret 
House Against the World. The 
Trailer Park Boys television 
show uses some of his 
music. And the resilient 
Buck 65 has performed 
Grocery Store Rap on an 
episode of Sesame Street. He 
has won a Juno Award, but 
even more fulfilling was his 
appearance on the Junos 
with Pamela Anderson. RH

Losing both of his legs in 
a car accident didn’t stop 
Jim Byrnes from being a 
a roaring success in two 
careers. 


The audience at Folkfest 
will hear Jim Byrnes the 
bluesman, who has been 
growling out the blues 
since the age of 13 and 

has appeared with such 
luminaries as Muddy 
Waters, John Lee Hooker, 
Taj Mahal and Ray Charles. 


Born in St. Louis, Jim and 
his buddy used to head over 
to the blues clubs in the 
black side of town, often 
being the only white people 
in the bar. But he showed 
respect for the music and 
there was never any trouble.

He also had a passion 

for acting, appearing in 
Shakespeare in the Park as 
a teenager and studying the 
craft at two universities. 


He lost his legs after being 
hit by a car while he pushed 
a stalled truck, but instead 
of setting him back, he 
used his recuperation time 
to hone his chops on the 
guitar, and in the early ‘80s 
became the top bluesman 
on the west coast. 


In 1987 he broke into the 
U.S. market as an actor, 
scoring a major role on the 
series Wiseguy, which was 
filmed in Vancouver. He 
has been in several movies, 
done voices in animated 
series and appeared in 
episodes of The Twilight 
Zone. 


In the meantime, Jim’s 
blues has garnered several 
awards, including a Juno

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for his latest acoustic CD, 
House of Refuge, which also 
earned him a couple of 
Maple Blues awards. His 
label, Black Hen Records 
has a distribution deal for 
the CD in Europe and the 
United Kingdom.

Chuck, Darick, Phillip and 
Carlton Campbell have 
been tearing the roof off 
of the House of God Keith 
Dominion Church for years 
with their electric spiritual 
music. 


Chuck plays pedal steel 
with a vengeance, using 
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distortion and a wah wah 
pedal to make the notes 
wail and moan. Darick is 
on lap steel and vocals, 
Phillip plays electric guitar 
and Carlton keeps time on 
drums. They are joined by 
cousin Denise Brown and 
Katie Jackson on vocals 
and Malcolm Kirby on 
bass. 


This form of music 
originated in the House of 
God, a Holiness-Pentecostal 
church founded in 1903 

by a Tennessee street 
preacher named Mary 
Magdalene Lewis Tate. 

In the 1930s a number of 
these churches began using 
the electric steel guitar 

to function as the central 
musical instrument of the 
religious service, easing 

the congregants through 
contemplative moments 
and propelling them to 
ecstatic celebration. 


The Campbells have been 
touring and winning

There must be something 
in that dusty soil that 
causes Texas to grow so 
many great songwriters, 
and Guy Clark is right at 
the top of that food chain. 
Guy is right up there with 
Steve Earle, Townes Van 
Zandt, Nanci Griffith, Bob 
Wills and countless other 
Texans who have made 
such a huge contribution to 
American music. 


Many of Guy’s songs, 
including “Desperados 
Waiting for a Train” and 
“L.A. Freeway” have 

been performed by some 
of the biggest artists in 

the country/folk field, 
including Johnny Cash, 
Vince Gill, Ricky Skaggs, 
Steve Wariner and Rodney 
Crowell. Emmylou Harris 
has contributed vocals to 
Guy’s recordings, while Guy 
helped launch Steve Earle’s 
career. 


Hailing from the town 

of Monahans, Guy was 
raised primarily by his 
grandmother, as his father 
served in the army and his 
mother worked. As a skilled 
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Guy Clark 


guitarist, Guy was taught 

to play on a $12 Mexican 
guitar by his father’s 

law partner. His earliest 
musical influences were 
songs he listened to in West 
Texas, and the majority of 
the songs he first learned 
were Spanish. 


When Guy moved to 
Houston in the 1960s, he 
was in the midst of the “folk 
scare,” mesmerized by blues 
singers Mance Lipscomb 
and Lightnin’ Hopkins. 


In the late 1960s, Guy 
worked in a guitar shop 

for a short period of time, 
briefly returned to Houston 
and finally settled in Los 
Angeles, where he was 
employed building guitars 
in the Dopyera Brothers’

You’re wondering 
what a Celtic balladeer and 
a Chilean-born guitarist 
and songwriter have in 
common and how did they 
ever meet. Well, they share 
a fiery musical passion and 
they met on an airplane. 


James Keelaghan and

other a musical soulmate. 
It happened on a plane in 
1990, so the story goes, as 
the two men were flying to 
a music festival. The fire 
ignited almost immediately 
and what began as a fun 
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Compadres 


distraction blossomed into 
an unforgettable New Year’s 
Eve performance in 1993. 


Busy with their own 
successful solo careers, the 
first album had to wait until 
1997. They called it simply, 
Compadres, a word that 
means deep friendship or 
brotherhood. 


“I like very much his spirit,” 
Oscar told Toronto’s Eye 
Weekly. “We feel the same 
way about music, from our 
souls. We’re very intense on 
stage, and the response has 
been unbelievable.” James 
described the collaboration 
this way: “After playing a 
song, it’s like coming up 
out of deep, deep water. It’s 
totally transporting and 
mesmerizing.” 


A decade has passed and 
Compadres has finally 
found time to record a 
second album aptly titled, 
Buddy Where You Been. 


Blending Oscar’s sinewy 
Latin backbone with 
James’ unmistakable folk 
style and baritone, the 
music transcends the 
two genres and offers up 
an entirely new hybrid. 
Join Compadres for a 
little something they call 
“celtino.” LG

As soon as you hear Rushad 
Eggleston’s cello driving 
traditional bluegrass 

and Appalachian songs, 
you'll wonder why nobody 
thought of it sooner. 


The rumbling, rhythmic 
cello has attracted a lot 

of attention for Crooked 
Still, giving the listener 

a total body experience 

of the music. Rushad has 
revolutionized the modern 
use of the cello, being the 
first cellist to graduate 
from the prestigious jazz 
program at the Berklee 
School of Music and he 
has been nominated for a 
Grammy for his work with 
master fiddler Darol Anger. 


But this young, Boston- 
based quartet has much

more going for it. Dr. 
Gregory Liszt (he’s also a 
biologist) adds unique four- 
fingered banjo rolls, and 
he’s good enough to tour 
with Bruce Springsteen. 
Corey DiMario holds 

down the bottom end in 

an intricate manner on the 
standup bass and familiar 
tunes are given refreshing 
interpretations by the 
sultry, attitude-dripping 
vocals of Aoife O’Donovan. 


As much as Crooked Still 
bends the boundaries of 
music, the band still keeps 
its feet firmly planted in 
the traditions of American 
stringband music. 


In 2001 Aoife and Corey 
were Classmates at the New 
England Conservatory 

of Music, while Rushad 
and Greg were jamming 
every night just across the 
Charles River. The four of 
them met at a late-night 
party, and the band has

Chances are Michael 
Franti, founder and front 
man of Spearhead’s funky, 
hip-hoppy, rock-reggae 
rhythms, will be wandering 
this year’s festival grounds.

Towering 
above most festival-goers, 
massively dreadlocked and 
walking barefoot, Michael 
doesn’t exactly blend into 
the crowd. 


Being a peace activist, 
filmmaker, storyteller, 
vegan and hip hop artist 
makes Michael, according 
to fellow musician Saul 
Williams, “the kind of artist 
we must all yearn to be, 
forever connected to the 
heart of the people ... even

and especially, in the face 
of war and despair.” 


Michael encountered that 
war and despair in 2004, 
on a “fact finding peace 
mission” visiting Iraq, the 
West Bank, and the Gaza 
Strip. In Iraq, he played 
music to American troops 
and Iraqi civilians alike, 
demonstrating that pacifists 
could support the troops 
but oppose the war. 


In 2006, Michael and 
Spearhead released Yell 
Fire!, an album inspired 
by Michael’s experiences 
in the region. J Know 
I’m Not Alone, the film 
documenting Michael’s 
travels, was also released 
in 2006 to widespread 
acclaim. 


Born and raised in 
California, Michael has ties 
to Edmonton — he spent 

a year here as a teenager 
when his mother was 

on a teacher exchange. 
Later on he lived above 

his college radio station 
and the thumping magic 
of music penetrated his 
consciousness, leading him 
to form several bands. 


In 1994 Michael joined up 
with some studio musicians 
to form Spearhead, a 
group that presently 





includes Raliegh J. Neil 
II (keyboards), Manas 
Itene (drums), Dave Shul 
(guitar), and Carl Young 
(bass). 


“My role is as a storyteller 
and a songwriter,” says 
Michael. “I’m somebody 
who is trying to keep the 
spirits of other people up, 
despite all the chaos and 
fear around us.”

A Metis with roots in the 
Red River Settlement, 
he returned to Canada 
and performed in clubs

and festivals throughout 
the country. He has also 
become well-known on the 
Prairies as an educator, 
conducting workshops 
starting in 1993 with 
aboriginal children in 
Northern Saskatchewan, 
producing several CDs with 
the music the children 
created. 


In 1999 he was contracted 
by Saskatchewan Social 
Services to spend a 
month at the young 


offenders’ facility in 
North Battleford. Mystery 
Boyz features 10 songs 
written by incarcerated 
boys during that project. 
A documentary was 
produced on his work 
with First Nations youth 
and was aired on CBC 

in 2001. In 2003, Don 
conducted several weeks 
of songwriting workshops 
in an Edmonton inner 
city community school, 
sponsored by the 
Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival. 


Don Freed’s music has 
earned him a number of 
awards, but his biggest 
reward has been in hearing 
the voices of the young 
First Nations people he has 
mentored along the way.

Amos’ latest release is an 
acoustic work. While he is 
mostly known for his work 
with the electric guitar, 
Acoustic Album, his ninth 
with Stony Plain Records, 
with impressive work on 
blues’ touchstones, such as 
Leadbelly’s “Grasshoppers 
On My Pillow”. He also 
takes on an old pop song

“The acoustic guitar is a 
very different instrument 
from the electric,” he says.

song “I Drink” on a radio 
show about profound tunes 
about tippling. Dylan said 
anyone who steals the 
family car at 15 and spends 
her 18th birthday in jail 
must know what she is 
talking about. 


While Mary Gauthier 
(pronounced “Go-Shay”) 

is sober now, she continues 
to distill and tap the 
memories of a hard life into 
songs where she has lived 
the lyrics. “Falling out of 
love is a dangerous thing/ 
With its slippery slopes and 
its weighted wings/ With 

its birds of prey circling 
overhead/Casting vulture 
shadows on barren beds.” 


Given up at birth by a 
mother she never knew, 
she ran away from her 
adoptive parents on a wild 
long march through prison 
and detox before ending 
up as a philosophy major at 
Louisiana State University. 
Fleeing a drug problem, 
she attended culinary 

arts school and founded 
Boston’s first Cajun 
restaurant. 


It was there that she 
became clean and sober, 
writing her first song at age 
35. The superlatives have 
been rolling in ever since. 


Drag Queens in Limousines 
earned rave reviews in

Rolling Stone, MOJO, Q, 
Gavin Report and other 
publications. Filth & Fire 
was named by the New 
York Times as the top 

indie release of 2002. Her 
latest release, Mercy Now, 
produced by Gurf Morlix, 
has won similar accolades, 
earning her slots on 
festivals around the world. 


“As support to Willie 
Nelson on his European 
tour, she is worth the price 
of admission on her own.

and was signed to an indie 
record deal. Gone Wanderin, 
released in late 2002, won 
the California Music Award 
for the Best Blues/Roots 
Album and remained on 
the national Americana

charts for over a year. Now, 
Jackie Greene is just 26, 
with his fourth record, 

a major label release, 
American Myth, in hand. 


“Greene sings like an old 
soul, with a sound that 
moves from Eagles-style 
country rock to crunching 
bluesy rock that might 
recall the Yardbirds. 

Wisps of Dylan float

With her tender Texas 
twang and songs that say 
as much as a novel in three 
or four minutes, Nanci 
Griffith has become an 
institution in the folk 
world. 


A performer since the

But 
music took over her life, 
and she joined the wave 
of country-influenced folk 
singers from Texas such 
as Lyle Lovett and Steve 
Earle. She has drawn from 


a wide variety of sources, 
ranging from Buddy Holly 
to traditional music from 
Ireland, where she kept a 
home for 10 years. She has 
also always been a voracious 
reader, and literary 
influences from James Joyce 
to Truman Capote help 
shape her lyrics. 


Her songs have been 
performed by the likes of 
Suzy Boguss, Kathy Mattea 
and even Willie Nelson, 
and she has won a Grammy 
and was nominated for four 
others. 


Nanci has also been a 
savvy interpreter of other 
people’s songs, in her two 
Other Voices, Other Rooms 
albums, as well as the 
recent album of torch 
songs, Ruby’s Torch. Bob 
Dylan even requested she 
sing “Boots of Spanish 
Leather” at his anniversary 
concert in Madison Square 
Gardens.

Praised by the legendary 
Van Morrison as “one of 
the best voices and best 
kept secrets in British 


R&B and soul,” James 
Hunter’s remarkable 
talent as a singer, guitarist 
and songwriter harkens 
back to the days of classic 
50s and early ’60s R&B. 
Reminiscent of the smooth 
soul of Sam Cooke, he is 
also said to have the energy 
of a rocker and the lyrical 
sensibility of a pop Poet 
Laureate: 


Drawn to the sounds 

of R&B at an early age, 
James has paid his dues 
over the past 20 years, 
playing the European 
club and festival circuit. 
He toured with Morrison 
in the early ’90s, singing 
alongside such luminaries 
as John Lee Hooker and 
Jimmy Witherspoon. This 
exposure led to the release 
of his solo debut Believe

Connie Kaldor has been 
described as a cross 


between Woody Allen and 
Woody Guthrie. 


In her nine albums she 

has long ago proven to be 
an insightful chronicler 

of the human and social 
condition, yet she does it 
with a twinkle in her eye 
and makes her point with a 
big dollop of humour. 


Now a resident of Montreal, 
she is the quintessential 
Prairie girl, growing up 

in Regina, singing in the 
church choir and then 
attending university in 
Edmonton. 


She played guitar and sang 
in coffee houses, but was 
an actress before becoming 
a songwriter, spending 
four years with Theatre 
Passe Muraille, an avant- 
garde drama company in 
Toronto. 


But she decided to 
pursue music in 1979, 
eventually forming her own

record company, Coyote 
Entertainment, after none 
of the major labels would 
touch her because she 
couldn’t be pigeonholed. 
Her theatre experience has 
crept into her songs and 
the way she performs them, 
and in her between-song 
patter, which is legendary. 


While making a living as 

a folksinger in Canada is 
never easy, Connie has 
had more than enough 
high points in her career 
to make it all worthwhile. 
She has been a favourite at 
many festivals, including 
Edmonton’s and in the 
early 1990s she travelled to 
China, India and Europe 
as Canada’s goodwill 
ambassador. 


Her albums have received 
critical acclaim in Canada, 
resulting in two Juno 
awards, and more recently 
her reputation has spread 
to the United States, 
resulting in a three-record 


deal with Rounder Records.

Marie Knight 

United States 
Considered one of the 
most formidable voices in 
American gospel music, 
Marie Knight took the 
risk of alienating her fan 
base by building a bridge 
between gospel and rhythm 
‘n’ blues during its early 
days. 5 


After gaining experience 
touring the gospel circuit 
during her early twenties, 

a turning point in her 
career was meeting the 

late Sister Rosetta Tharpe, 
a nationally renowned 
singer-guitarist, who was 
impressed with Marie’s 
compelling contralto and 
elegant stage presence. The 
two soon became gospel’s 
preeminent duo of the 
1940s, and forged a musical 
partnership that would 
span several decades. Marie 
also enjoyed a solo career 
in gospel, recording the 
album Sister Marie Knight 
and the Millionaires. 


But in 1954 she started 
recording R&B songs, both 
by herself and with Tharpe, 
which angered many of 
their fans. The two of them 
joined an all-star review 
called the Lucky Even Blues 
tour, and toured America 
with the likes of Earl King 
and Jack Dupree, singing 
both R&B and gospel. Over 
the years she played venues 
like the legendary Apollo 
Theatre, and toured with 
artists such as B.B. King 
and the Drifters. 


After a brief hiatus, Marie 
re-emerged in the mid- 
1970s with the gospel 
album Today, which was 
re-released in 1995 and 

is praised as a historic

recording that showcases 
Marie’s powerful vocals. 


A few years ago Marie paid 
tribute to her old singing 
partner, recording a solo 
version of their old hit, 
“Didn't It Rain,” which 

is a track on the highly 
successful CD Shout Sister 
Shout, A Tribute to Sister 
Rosetta. 


Recently, she released her 
first full-length album 

in over 25 years, Let Us 

Get Together: A Tribute to 
Reverend Gary Davis, a fellow 
preacher in Harlem and a 
blues legend. “This record 
has gotten into my soul, my 
spirit, since I first heard it, 
and I cannot stop,” raves 
the jazz singer, Madeleine 
Peyroux. “It is the sort of 
music that infects one with 
joy, from an artist that is 
incredibly rare and sacred.”

Littlefield 

United States 

Little Willie Littlefield 
began his acclaimed 
career as a 16-year-old 
piano-playing recording 
artist in Houston, Texas. 
His first record, “Little 
Willie’s Boogie,” was a hit 
in Texas. Then he recorded 
“It’s Midnight,” a huge 
nationwide hit which took 
him to Los Angeles as an 
overnight sensation. 


The song established Little 
Willie in the rhythm and 
blues field. But it also had 
a huge influence on the 
piano playing of other stars 
such as Fats Domino, who 
adopted his triplet piano

style from Little Willie’s 
“It’s Midnight” recording. 
During his long singing 
career, he covered other 
genres, including boogie 
woogie, blues and jazz. 


He continued to record, 
landing some big hits, such 
as the original Kansas City, 
while playing with leading 
rhythm and blues session 
musicians in L.A. Little 
Willie played San Francisco 
clubs during the 1960s. 

He was rediscovered in 

the 1970s and played at 
blues festivals. He toured 
Canada in 1988, after 
constant touring to acclaim 
in Europe since the start of 
the decade. 


After 50 years on the road, 
Little Willie went into 
semi-retirement in the 
Netherlands in 2000. He 
decided to play on stages 
again in 2006, at the age 
of 74. “I went fishing for 
five years. Now, I know 
every herring in Holland 
by name. It got boring,” he 
said. 


A reviewer of one of his 
appearances at a blues 
festival in Holland in 

2000 wrote: “Little Willie 
Littlefield made the sold- 
out house swing like no one 
else did.” RH

Mexico 

Not many bands are bold 
enough to spell out a 
manifesto. But Los de 
Abajo — an eight-piece 
collective from Mexico City 
with a melting pot of salsa, 
reggae, punk, rap and 

rock that “evokes a place 
where rebel gangs proclaim 
revolution to the pulse of 
mambo and merengue 
rhythms” — aren’t like many 
bands. 


This collective formed in 
1992 with four players and 
a Latin-ska sound in mind. 
Four more regulars, and 
countless more influences 
later, the octet emerged 
from the sprawling city’s 
underground rock scene 
with a do-it-yourself ethic 
and a shared commitment 
to political activism. Their 
manifesto is a shout out 
for equality, liberty and 
identity — which in Mexico, 
the band declares, is largely 
defined by a “demented 
uncle named Sam.” 


Playing benefits for the 
Zapatista movement 
and union parties, they 
take their passion to the 
people in live shows that 
can switch in the middle 
of a song from frenetic 
energy to down-tempo 
roots. Reviewers have

as “a semi-acoustic Rage

Chumbawamba.” 


Taking their name 
(translation: The 
Underdogs) from a novel

Harry 
played the song live at a 
Springsteen tribute concert 
in New York City last year 
and the two met backstage 
afterward. The Boss’s 
verdict? “Beautiful man, 


just beautiful.” 


Springsteen was curious 
about Harry’s array of 
string instruments and 

the source of his Indian 
infusion — five years of 
study with Vishwa Mohan 
Bhatt in Rajasthan. Harry 
emerged from the tutelage 





with a new approach: 
ancient-sounding, raspy- 
gospel-voiced, slide-guitar 
blues. Bhatt also gave him 
a custom-made, 20-string 
guitar/sitar called the 
mohan veena. With seven 
albums under his lap steel 
in the last seven years, 
Harry has continued to 
both cement his style and 
experiment anew. 


In Good We Trust, released 
in April 2007, is another 
step. Harry and Kevin, who 
met six years ago at a folk 
festival in Ontario, split 
the songwriting credits, 
and they'll be together on 
stage at Gallagher Park.

After graduating 
from the Ontario Art 
College, she went into the 
music business, finding 
success in several bands 
and demos which earned 
her a contract with Virgin 
Records. 


After a series of delays and 
label battles, in 1988 she 
finally issued her full- 
length album.

Ollabelle, a quintet from 
New York City that has 
given gospel a respectful 
21st-century twist, has 
hookups with some music 
biz heavyweights. T Bone 
Burnett “discovered” the 
group, shepherding its 
eponymous 2004 debut 
disc and mixing its most 
recent release, last year’s 
Riverside Batile Songs. Larry 
Campbell, a veteran of Bob 
Dylan’s band, produced 
the album, which melds 
the blues, bluegrass and 
country with gospel songs 
about hard times, loss, 
compassion and hope. 


Oh, and vocalist/mandola 
player Amy Helm has a bit 
of pedigree, too: her father 
is Levon Helm from The 
Band. 


For a collective with 
links to such luminaries, 
Ollabelle sure has earthy 
roots. Its players met at an 
East Village bar called 9C, 
where they were regulars 
at an open-mic gospel 
night called “Sunday 
School for Sinners.” Their 
lineup and sound gelled 
there, traditional gospel 
fare infused with Amx’s 
background in blues 
combos, percussionist 


Tony Leone’s jazz resume, 
vocalist/guitarist Fiona 
McBain’s singer/songwriter 
sensitivities, Canadian-born 
keyboard and accordion 
player Glenn Patscha’s New 
Orleans vibe, and bassist 
Byron Isaacs’ versatility. 


Rather than turn gospel 
upside down, Ollabelle, 
named after old-time 
country artist Ola Belle 
Reed, has given the 

genre a subtle injection 

of contemporary soul. As 
U.S. National Public Radio 
said, “Ollabelle captures 
the sound and feeling of 
the American gospel music 
that came not just out of 
churches but from the front 
porches, cotton fields and 
honkytonks of the South.”

singer-songwriter Ndidi 
Onukwulu. Now, maybe 

it feels raw and familiar 
because producer Sam 
Goldberg recorded most 
of the debut disc in Ndidi 
Onukwulu’s house. Or 
maybe it’s the influence of 
her mentor and sometime 
collaborator, Madagascar 
Slim, that makes it feel so 
genuine. One thing’s clear: 
she’s an old soul and she 
writes from a deep, dusky 
place. In fact, the.album’s 
title, No, J Never, seems to 
miss the mark. You get the 
feeling that Yes, She Has. 


Born in British Columbia 
with roots in Nigeria, 
Onukwulu went to New 
York City as a young singer 
to test her chops in the 
bright lights. She hooked 
up with some hip hop and 
blues musicians and they 


collaborated, but eventually 


she returned to Canada, 
settled in Toronto and sang 
in a rock band. 


But the blues pulled her 
back with big, dewy arms 
and she returned the 
embrace. Blues in Britain 
magazine compared

her to Odetta and Nina 
Simone. The Toronto Star 
said Onukwulu “has crafted 
an exceptional debut 

with topical substance, a 
political perspective and 
graceful lyricism.” 


With influences like Big

and a knack for making 

the blues sound traditional 
and fresh at the same time, 
Onukwulu joins the next 
generation of blues divas. 
If nothing else, come out to 
hear her voice. That’s worth 
the price of admission 
alone.

Some band names are 
arbitrary. Others define the 
outfit. Ozomatli, named 
after the Aztec monkey-god 
of dance, have a handle 
befitting a multi-ethnic 
10-piece collective from 
Los Angeles that’s equal 
parts protest and party. 
Literally formed during 

a labour rally a dozen 
years ago — bass player 
and former conservation 
worker Wil-Dog Abers was 
on strike — Ozomatli’s 
members have since shed 
their day jobs to develop 
and experiment with their 
raucous mishmash of Latin 
cumbia, hip hop, salsa, 
funk and Middle Eastern 
melodies. 


“Ozo makes its kitchen- 
sink musical fusion feel 
seamless in any given 
number,” the Los Angeles 
Times wrote about the two- 
time Grammy winners, 
“with mashed-up grooves 
rolled out over plush beds 
of scratching, cowbells, 
timbales, horns, accordion 
and more.” 


Singing and rapping in 
both English and Spanish, 
with ancestry that includes 
African-American, 
Chicano, Cuban, Japanese, 
Jewish and Filipino blood, 
Ozomatli isn’t afraid 

of dishing out head-on 
criticism of American 
foreign and domestic 
policy. Percussionist Justin 
“Nino” Porée even took 

a rubber bullet in the leg 
when police busted up a 
show for demonstrators 
outside the Democratic 
National Convention in 
L.A. seven years ago. Yet 
that seems to have only

Andy Palacio and the 
Garifuna Collective 


Belize 


Andy Palacio is on a 
mission to preserve a 

rich but disappearing 
Caribbean culture while 
making people around the 
world dance to the joyous 
Garifuna beat. 


Garifuna refers to 

the descendants of 

the intermarriage of 
Amerindian people and 
Africans who survived 
the sinking of two huge 
slave ships. The culture 
developed roots along 
the coastlines of Belize, 
Nicaragua, Guatemala and 
Honduras. 


As a teenager in the early 
1980s Andy was working 
on a literacy project in 
Nicaragua and noticed 
that the Garifuna culture 
seemed to be dying there 
after meeting older people 
who were convinced their 
language would die with 





them. While everyone 
knew about Jamaica, it had 
reached the point where 
being Garifuna was no 
longer “cool,” and he felt 
that music would be the 
best medium to preserve 
the culture and make it 
appealing to young people. 


Andy became a leader of 
young intellectuals who 
were writing poetry and 
songs in the Garifuna 
language. He performed 
his songs in the upbeat 
rhythms of the culture, 
and started a recording 
studio to document the 
music. While continuing 
his academic studies of 
the language, he started 
to become famous as an 
energetic performer, and 
he has performed in many 
parts of the globe, from 
England to Malaysia. 


The Garifuna Collective 
assembled a loose-knit, 
multi-generational group 
from Central America, 
from Garifuna composer

and producer Paul Nabor 
to young dance music star 
Aurelio Martinez. 


While in the ’90s the 

form of Andy’s music 

was enhanced with 
technological aids such 

as sequencers and pre- 
recorded tracks, he has 
returned to a more organic 
but no less exuberant 
sound as he continues to 
delve into his roots. MS

With his great white beard 
and plaid shirt, Utah 
Phillips looks the part of 
the grandfather of political 
folk music. 


He’s been called “a national 
treasure... a historian and 
scholar, a Celtic Yiddish 
barb, and Pleistocene 

bon vivant” by Jean Cloud 
of Map Reader. With his 
incisive wit, penetrating 
social criticism and 
philosophical commentary, 
his songs certainly stand 
out. Years of experience 

in myriad professions also 
influence his craft: he did 


a tour of postwar Korea 
with the U.S. military 

and worked as a labourer, 
labour organizer, storyteller 
and poet. In an interview 
with Z Magazine he said 

he learned the value of

storytelling as a way to 
avoid work. 


Repairing railroad track in 
the deserts of the American 
southwest inspired his 
most famous song, “Moose 
Turd Pie.” (It’s alternatively 
titled “the song that will 
follow him to the grave.”)

musical members of the 
International Workers of 
the World. 


Younger fans were 
introduced to Utah in 
1996 with the release of 
The Past Didn't Go Anywhere. 
This was the first of two 
collaboration albums with 
Ani DiFranco; the second, 
Fellow Workers in 1999, 
garnered him a Grammy 
nomination. 


Now 72, Utah doesn’t tour 
as much as he used to: all 
the more reason to catch 
him on the hill this year.

Ontario 

On Justin Rutledge’s 
myspace site, his simple 
bio says he was “born, 
raised and will eventually 
die in Toronto.” But in 

the meantime, he will 
make down-to-earth 
music, tear-stained songs 
reminiscent of the work of 
Gram Parsons and Steve 
Earle and influenced by the 
poetry of Leonard Cohen. 


Before becoming Now 
Magazine's 2006 Best 
Singer/Songwriter, Justin 
had aspirations of a 
literary career. He studied 
literature in university 
and was editor for several 
literary journals. Leonard 
Cohen and e.e. cummings 
are two of his faves. But he

also had musical desires 
and came to the attention 
of the music world with the 
release of his 2004 debut No 
Never Alone. It snagged him 
critical acclaim around the 
world, a songwriting deal 
with EMI Music Publishing 
and an opening spot for 

the legendary Dolly Parton. 
His sophomore release in 
2006, The Devil on a Bench in 
Stanley Park, coupled with a 
cross-country tour with Jim 
Cuddy, further expanded 


his audience of admirers. 


But he has never dropped 
his literary roots, and it 
shows in the twists and 
turns of his poetic lyrics 
— lines like “She’s every 
morning waking, shaking 
last night’s souvenirs,” or 
“Heaven’s gate is made of 
pearls and grit.” 


The critics predict a bright 
future for Justin. “It seems 
inevitable that sooner or 
later, Justin Rutledge will 
join the upper ranks of 
the alt-country pantheon,” 
wrote Toronto’s Eye Weekly. 
“Whether it happens with 
his current album, or it 
takes a while longer, his 
destiny is to stand alongside 
Lucinda, Emmylou, Willie 
and Steve Earle as one of 
the great, down-to-earth, 
country-based singer/ 
songwriters of his day.” WA

From the time she first 
picked up a guitar asa 
teenager to sing in New 
York coffee houses, through 
decades of music and social 
activism that garnered 
copious awards and 
international recognition, 
Buffy Sainte-Marie has 
maintained a commitment 
to art, education, activism 
and Native American 
culture. 


Born on a Saskatchewan 
Cree reserve, Buffy was 
adopted and raised in 
Maine and Massachusetts. 
Some people know her 
for the music: 17 albums 
spanning 30 years and a 
handful of hits such as 
“Until it’s Time for You to 
Go,” “Universal Soldier,” 
and the Academy Award- 
winning “Up Where We 
Belong,” featured in An 
Officer and a Gentleman. 


Some are familiar with her 
fight for native rights and 
dignity and her association 
with the American Indian 
Movement—she was 
blacklisted by the White

House in the 1960s. Some 
remember her five-year 
stint with Sesame Street in 
the late 1970s with her son 
Dakota. After he grew up, 
Sainte-Marie recorded a 
comeback album in 1993, 
Coincidence and Likely Stories. 


Rolling Stone said even 
after 30 years of protesting 
through music, Buffy 
maintained “a harrowing 
edge.” That same year, 

the United Nations 

chose her to proclaim 

the International Year of 
Indigenous People. She has 
since released one more 
album, Up Where We Belong, 
which includes a few old 
songs and a few new ones 
too. 


But you may not be familiar 


with Buffy’s greatest 
achievement: the Nihewan 
Foundation for Native 
American Education 
which has scholarships and 
programs promote a better 
understanding for and 
about native Americans. 
She is an Officer of the 
Order of Canada and has 
received numerous lifetime 
achievement awards here 
and abroad. This is a rare 
appearance from a leader

Darrell Scott and 
Kenny Malone 

United States 

Even if you haven't heard of 
Darrell Scott, chances are 
good you've heard a lot of 
his music. 


Darrell is a true triple 
threat — an award-winning 
songwriter, a Grammy- 
nominated artist and a 
multi-instrumentalist whose 
talents are regularly sought 
by well-known artists such 
as Guy Clark and Sam 
Bush. 


He was born on a tobacco 
farm in Kentucky, and

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grew up in the tough steel 
town of East Gary, Indiana, 
which has given him the 
insight to write poetically 
about the plight of the 
common man in America. 


He took to the road as a 
guitar player when he was 
just 16, paying his dues in 
Boston and Toronto as a 
sideman before studying 
literature and poetry at 
Tufts University. 


He settled in Nashville, 
where he has become a 
mainstay as a musician 

and a songwriter. He has 
put out six albums, and his 
songs have been covered by 
the likes of Faith Hill, Patty 
Loveless and the Dixie 
Chicks. 


While his fame is 

greatest in the country 
and bluegrass worlds, 
much of his work is more 
the tradition of Bruce 
Springsteen. Always a great 
storyteller, he paints vivid 
pictures of the unknown 
people who populate 

the troubled landscape 

of America — the army 
veterans, the struggling 
family men, the prostitutes 
who serve lonely truckers. 





It is hard not to be moved 
by Darrell’s words, or not 
to be impressed by his high 
level of musicianship.

For more than two decades, 
Syracuse, N.Y. native 
Martin Sexton, a critically 
acclaimed, self-described 
“troubadour,” has been 
making soulful, guitar- 
based folk with influences 
encompassing jazz, blues, 
gospel, rock, soul, doo-wop 
and traditional country 
music. 


Martin got his start in 
Boston in 1990, busking 
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around Harvard Square 
before getting club gigs. 
In 1992, he produced his 
first collection of demo 
records, a cassette-only 
compilation called In The 
Journey, recorded on an old 
eight-track. He sold 20,000 
copies of the album while 
busking, and it was later 
re-issued. Based on that 
recording and his thrilling 
live performances, in 1994 
Martin won the National 
Academy of Songwriters 
artist of the year award. 


Since then he has released 
four studio records 

and a live album — all 
hailed by music critics. 
With his strong streak of 
independence, he launched 
his own boutique label in 
2002, called Kitchen Table 
Records. On that label he 
released a double-CD live 
album, highlighting his 
energy and connection 
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with the audience. Critics 
have compared Martin to 
such luminaries as Van 
Morrison, Al Green and 
Otis Redding. As the New 
York Times writes: “He 
jumps beyond standard 
fare on the strength of 
his voice, a blue-eyed soul 
man’s supple instrument.” 


His latest release, Seeds, 
mixes gentle folk, country 
blues and 1960s pop. 
According to National 
Public Radio in the U.S., 
Martin said he took the 
interlocking song suites 
from The Beatles’ Abbey 
Road as an inspiration on 
the new record, released in 
April.

Martin Simpson 
United Kingdom 

Over the past 40 years 
Martin Simpson has built 
a musical bridge over the 
Atlantic Ocean between the 
British Isles and America. 
Using his awe-inspiring 
technique on both guitar 
and banjo, Martin has 
been credited by such 
publications as Acoustic 
Guitar and Guitar Player 
with making the essential 
connection between the 
English ballad and the 
Mississippi delta blues. 


Hailing from the brutal 
industrial landscape of 
Scunthorpe in eastern 
England, Martin played his 
first gig at the age of 14, 
and has been a full-time 
professional musician since 


the age of 17. 


He is best known for 
his finger-picking style 
on guitar, which has 
influenced an entire 
generation of acoustic

guitar players. Often played 
in an open tuning, he turns 
his guitar into an orchestra, 
playing intricate arpeggios 
with his fingers and that 
percussive slapping with his 
thumb. But he is equally 
adept on the banjo, which 
he plays in a melodic 
frailing style. 


Martin started his 

career purely as an 
instrumentalist, backing 
up folk legend June Tabor 
for years. But he gradually 
found his voice, which 

has turned out to be 
reminiscent of Doc Watson, 
but with an English accent. 
He lived in the United 
States for over a decade, 
and his work over the years 
has bounced between 
English tradition and the 
blues. But he has also 
found other rich musical 
seams to mine, from 
Madagascar to China. 


He has collaborated on his 
recordings with performers 
such as Kelly Joe Phelps 
and David Lindley. One 

of his most memorable 
sessions was not recorded 
and happened right at 

this festival when Martin 
engaged in an impromptu 
musical conversation with 
resophonic guitar wizard 
Jerry Douglas. MS

Ralph Stanley and 
the Clinch Mountain 
Boys 

United States 

He has been a force in 
American music for 60 years, 
but Ralph Stanley finally got 
widespread recognition a few 
years ago for his haunting 
version of “O Death” on 

the soundtrack of O Brother, 
Where Art Thou. 


Dr. Ralph Stanley, who 
received an honorary 
doctorate from Lincoln 
Memorial University, 
hearkens back to the 
mountain culture, 
moonshine, hardscrabble 
farms and coal mines of 
Appalachia, where he was 
born near the Virgina- 
Tennesse border. As T Bone 
Burnett, the producer of the 
O Brother soundtrack said: 
“One of Ralph Stanley’s gifts 
is to be able to contain and 
express grief. There’s just 
such grief in his tone.” 


Over the years he was 
nominated for six Grammys, 
and won three, including 
the Grammy in 2002 for best 
country male vocalist in a 
field that included Johnny 
Cash and Willie Nelson. “I 
actually don’t do what they 
call country now, but I was 
real proud of that,” Ralph 
says. 


His biggest early influence 
was the Carter Family, but 
he is also recognized for his

innovation by banjo players 
everywhere. His further 
evolution of the three finger 
Scruggs style to incorporate 
fast forward rolls led by the 
index finger became known 
as the Stanley style. 


He is held in high esteem 
by younger musicians, 

and many including Patty 
Loveless, Vince Gill, Marty 
Stuart and others have 
performed duets with him. 
Now 80, he still performs 
100 dates a year with the 
Clinch Mountain Boys, 
which includes his son, 
Ralph Stanley II on guitar, 
his grandson Nathan Stanley 
on mandolin, Jack Cooke 
on bass, James Shelton on 
guitar, Steve Sparkman 

on banjo, Dewey Brown 
on fiddle and the tour bus 
driver, E.C. French. MS

Few have done more to raise 
the calibre and preserve 

the spirit of real American 
country music than Marty 
Stuart. 


Marty has packed about a 
dozen lifetimes worth of 
achievement into his resume 
as a multi-instrumentalist, 
songwriter, winner of six 
Grammy Awards, producer, 
photographer, collector and 
most recently as a record 
company founder. 


His storied career started 

at the age of 13 when he 

was invited to join the band 
of bluegrass legend Lester 
Flatt as rhythm guitarist and 
mandolin player. Before the 
age of 20 he also played with 
fiddle ace Vassar Clements, 
Doc and Merle Watson and 
Johnny Cash.

He eventually became 

a bandleader, blending 
honkytonk, bluegrass and 
hillbilly rock in his albums, 
including the concept album 
The Pilgrim, which featured 
guest artists such as Ralph 
Stanley, Emmylou Harris 
and George Jones. 


Marty has also stretched his 
artistic urges outside music, 
becoming a photographer 
of some repute, his photos 
including intimate portraits 
of people like Bill Monroe 
and Johnny Cash. And along 
the way he amassed a 20,000- 
piece collection of country 
music artifacts, including 
guitars, original manuscripts 
of country classics such as 
“Your Cheatin’ Heart” and 
those outlandish “nudie 
suits” of the ’70s. 


Despite his commercial 
success, Marty has never 
strayed from roots music, 
and eventually started his 
own label, Superlatone 
Records, out of concern 
about the direction of 

the genre. One of the 

first releases features the 
Superlatives, who will join 
him on main stage. This 
extremely hot band includes 
guitarist Kenny Vaughan, 
bassist Brian Glenn and 
drummer Harry Stinson.

Tagaq and Celina 
Kalluk 


Nunavut 


Those who have heard Tanya 
Tagaq Gillis’ solo style of 
throat singing know the 
indelible impression her 
voice leaves. Primal emotions 
resonate through grunts, 
growls, gasping rhythms, and 
even high-pitched wails. This 
is nothing you've ever heard 
before. 


In the six years that Tanya 
has been performing, she has 
been compared to Edith Piaf 
(by Bjork), called the Jimi 
Hendrix of throat singing 
and deemed by CBC’s Zed as 
“alluring, terrifying ... (and) 
possibly the most unique 
performer of truly traditional 
Canadian music.” 


Tanya often sings alone, but 
at Folkfest she'll perform 
with her cousin, Celina 
Kalluk. They infuse throat 
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singing with an emotional 
potency unknown in a form 
traditionally considered more 
of a game than an expressive 
art form. 


Tanya grew up in Cambridge 
Bay, Nunavut, but her first 
significant exposure to 
throat singing happened 
when she was going to school 
in Halifax. Her mother 

had sent her tapes of it, 
hoping to alleviate Tanya’s 
homesickness. She began 

to imitate the sounds on 

the recordings. Without a 
partner and without any more 
instruction than this, Tanya 
inevitably evolved a totally 
unique take on that style of 
singing. 


Through a series of events 
that Tanya considers “cosmic 
coincidences,” she began 
performing her throat 
singing publicly, and soon 


found herself working with 
Bjork and, later, the Kronos 
Quartet. 


Celina has stayed within 

the Inuit community, where 
she learnt throat singing 
from a relative. She recently 
moved from her hometown 
of Resolute in the high 
Arctic to Nunavut’s capital 
Iqaluit where she works as 

a writer and illustrator. She 
is actively involved in the 
preservation of the Inuktitut 
language; has illustrated 
Inuktitut schoolbooks and 
co-researched the children’s 
book Taiksumani, a modern 
story that incorporates Inuit 
legends. 


She is currently working on a 
film based on the Inuit legend 
of Mahaha — the “tickle 
monster.” JS

Tim Williams’ body of work 
could be described as a 
Master’s thesis in the blues, 
and a whole lot more. Tim 
has mastered virtually every 
form of the blues, from 
Delta bottleneck guitar to 
his stinging electric guitar. 
Adding some banjo and 
mandolin into the mix, he is 
also fluent in other genres, 
including country, western 
swing, bluegrass and even 
Hawaiian music. 


A true triple threat, which 
happens to be the name of 
the band he fronted in the 
’90s, Tim has had success as 
a songwriter, with his tunes 
being published in Nashville 
and covered by the likes of 
Valdy and Cindy Church. 


Now based in Calgary, 

Tim has been writing and 
performing for more than 40 
years. 


He was a teenage prodigy, 

recording his first album at 
the age of 20. He moved to 
Canada from California in 
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1970, working as a studio 
musician in Vancouver. He 
checked out of the scene for 
a while to work as a horse 
wrangler in the B.C. interior. 
But he was soon pulled back 
into performing by his love 
of music, penning country, 
folk and roots songs, and over 
the years he has performed 
with the likes of B.B. King, 
Lightning Hopkins, Mose 
Allison, Dr. John and Lenny 
Breau. Recently he has 
recorded with current blues 
legends Eric Bibb and Guy 
Davis. 


His performances with the 
Electro-Fires have won rave 
reviews, with his stunning 
guitar playing drawing 
comparisons with Ry Cooder.

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Eighty years of folk festivals 


Still a reason to celebrate

Most folkies probably think 
the folk festival started in 

the ’60s with Newport and 
Mariposa, but the history goes 
back much further, back to 
the ’20s. 


Of course festivals have 
evolved. If you look at the 
lineup at Edmonton or any 
festival around the country, 
folk music has a very eclectic 
definition. Remember that 
Bob Dylan got booed at 
Newport for bringing electric 
guitars on stage, which has 
been totally acceptable for 
folk audiences for decades. 


But whether your reference 
point is Woody Guthrie, Pete 
Seeger, Dylan, Utah Phillips 
or contemporary artists like 
Michael Franti, political 
action has often taken 
centre stage. But is politics 
just in the music or could a 
Canadian folk music festival 
be a political enterprise on its 
own? 


From the kitchen 
to the stage 


Possibly the moment when 
folk music went from being 

a regional style of music to 
staged performance music 
went back to 1919 when 
Marius Barbeau, a Quebecois 
anthropologist, programmed 
a show called “Veillees de 
Bon Vieux Temps,” which 
recalled an evening by the 
fire or around the kitchen 
table listening to old time 
francophone music. 


The person who would 
become responsible for 
creating the first folk festivals 
in Canada was John Murray 


Gibbon. Gibbon worked as 
the publicity agent for the 
Canadian Pacific Railway 
(CPR) and in 1927 he was 
approached to program 

a spring festivity for the 
Chateau Frontenac in Quebec 
City. 


Gibbon approached 

Barbeau and together 

they programmed a four- 

day Folksong Festival with 
fiddlers, dancers and Charles 
Marchand singing Habitant 
songs. The first goal of the 
festival was to promote 
tourism by persuading middle 
class Americans to travel to 
Quebec on a CPR train. From 
1928 to 1931 Gibbon and 

the CPR would sponsor 16 
major folk festivals across the 
country. But was it all simply 
for tourism? 


Plurality chosen 
over melting pot, 
heritage given 
centre stage 


Many Canadians are very 
familiar with the idea of the 
Canadian mosaic, although 
very few actually know that 

it was the title of a book 
written by J.M. Gibbon 

and that it was inspired by 
his work on folk festivals. 
Interestingly the book’s title 
was The Canadian Mosaic: The 
Making of a Northern Nation 
and it would go on to inspire 
much of the thinking about 
multi-culturalism and define 
cultural policy in Canada for 
the rest of the century. 


Gibbon’s Canadian Mosaic, 
published in 1938 and 
influenced by the rise of 
fascism and communism, 


addressed the cultures of 
European immigrants and 
asked all Canadians to “know 
thyself” and in so doing to 
build a country based on 
respecting difference. 


German and Italian fascism 
and Soviet communism were 
built upon racist ideologies 
that allowed only one way 

to live. These states forcibly 
controlled media and 
promoted hate and division 
through fear and intolerance. 


Gibbon saw that Canadians 
had to create an environment 
of acceptance. To do this 
Canada would have to stop 
imagining itself as a replica 
of Britain and British-ness, 
whiteness, Anglo-ness, and 
start to see the mosaic as an 
alternative way of imagining 
a country. (Unfortunately 
he didn’t extend this beyond 
white-Canadians.) 


The mosaic was a dramatic 
shift for a country still living 
under the British flag. The 
mosaic meant that the 
country was made up of many 
ways of living, many races, 
many languages and many 
beliefs. In other words, it was 
a plurality. 


To use Gibbon’s own words 
from The Canadian Mosaic: 
“The encouragement of Folk 
Festivals is a good thing, as 
these remind the younger 
generation of New Canadians 
that they have a heritage of 
music and handicraft which is 
worth preserving.” 


During Gibbon’s time, 

and much like it is now, 
Canada was a dynamic 
country experiencing rapid 
population expansion 
through immigration. 


The face of the nation was 
changing rapidly leading up 
to the years of the early 20'- 
century festivals. The CPR 
was interested in promoting 
tourism; Gibbon was 
interested in helping to create 
a different type of country. 


Gibbon imagined a country 
that allowed individuals to 
hold on to the social history 
that they had brought with 
them and to forge a cultural 
mosaic, instead of a melting 


pot. 


He warned: “Experience 
shows that if a younger 
generation is Canadianized 
too rapidly, there is a loss 

of understanding between 
parents and children which is 
not good for family life, the 
basis of society.” 


Through his association with 
the CPR, which promoted 
immigration and settlement 
of non-Anglophones in the 
Canadian West, Gibbon 
supported a full-blown 
pluralist idea of Canada which 
started with the organization 
of folk festivals. 





Spirit of 
brotherhood 
prevails 


So, how is a folk festival 
political? Gibbon’s folk festival 
performances were seen to 

be more than entertainment, 
as was reported by C.B. 
Robertson in The Canadian 
Magazine (1930): “In these 
days when all the world is 
talking of peace, one cannot 
help being impressed by the 
influence exerted for peace 
by these festivals. Not only the 
New Canadians are made to 
think and feel brotherhood, 
but their people in the older 
lands will hear of these things 
and will perceive a spirit of 
brotherhood, within Canada.” 


In the 77 years since that article 
was written, not that much has 
changed. 


Folk festivals still 
celebrate life, shape 
community 


Although Gibbon’s work 

is all but forgotten, folk 

music festivals are still about 
inclusion. Politics is not just in

the music, it is the very act of 
getting together to celebrate. 
Either we are celebrating 
power, youth and capitalism 
when we head out to the local 
stadium to listen to the newest 
pop music sensation or we are 
celebrating something very 
different when we are gathered 
here. The politics that really 
make a difference, the politics 
of our daily lives, is the hardest 
to see. Edmonton’s festival and 
folk music festivals in general 
have provided an opportunity 
to challenge our cultural biases 
and in doing that have played a 
role in transforming this world 
we live in. 


The world has certainly 
changed in the last 80 years but 
as we have witnessed recently 
we still have much further to 
go. If the history of folk music 
festivals has anything to tell us, 
it is that we will continue to play 
an important role in helping 

to shape our communities one 
festival at a time.

The Endowment Fund — Ail funds received are turned over to the Edmonton Community 
Foundation for investment. The Folk Festival receives a fixed return of 4.5% per year forever. 


How can I get involved? — You can choose a living legacy or bequest approach

Bequest — You can name the Edmonton Folk Festival Endowment Fund as a beneficiary in your 
will. This legacy will have the same long-term effect of assuring that the Folk Festival continues to 
provide quality folk music experiences in our community. If you decide on this approach, we would 
appreciate you letting us know about your commitment.
